There is a. big overhang from the tre- 
jnepdoua'' preparation he had made and 
still had under way when the armis- 
tice waa siRned. niDs that were un- 
paid. .\djustmenis tliat naturally Tol- 
lowed the cancellation of war con- 
tracts. The army maintainance ; pay- 
rolls, Insurance claims, aupply ex- 
pensea, transportation, all that goes 
toward keoiiing such a lighting force 
intact and ready. 

That is all a part of the peace price. 
For that preparation, lust as much as 
the Vanket aggrtsaivanass along the 
French front, oonTinced the German 
general staff that further lighting was 
not only futile but the part of folly. 

Forced them in literal truth to sue 
for peace. 

Than Uncle Sam'a peace program 
must not bt forgotten. Wt must pay 
for that too ir we hope to see it real- 
ised and to benellt therefrom. For it 
will affect the Indivual wtlfart of ev- 
ery one of us. 

' . The bustneaa activity, commercial, 
IntMtrlal. Ilnancial, that apella prat- 
ptrity mast be maintained. We bene- 
. fit alike from it Jint as we sutfer alike 

in the period!! of depression. And most 
of us know what both means.

•ata, a frtt and nnrtatrlctaA circula- 
tion of money. These spell good times. 

The more Victory-Liberty bonds we 
buy the better chance of all this.

people of Kenluclty: 

The State Hoard of Health, the. Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service and j ^ 
the Red Cross are united in this ap- ! X 
peal to every oitisen of Itentucky to ; ''fJ 
help In lessening tbe spread of Influ- '-^f 
eiu.n and the development of pneu- 
monia. 

Nearly four hundred thousand Ken- 
tucklans suffered from these diseases 
last year, and fourteen thousand died 
from them. Deaths and sickness ran 
be greatly lessened this year if each 
individual will do his part in avoiding 
them. 

Have yourself and family and eve- 
cry one dependent upon you inocu- 
lated in Kentucky at once. Nearly Ave 
hundred thousand have been inocu- 
lated In Kentucky. Very few of these 
have dcvcloned influenza, and less 
than a do7.cn have died from pneu- 
monia. Material for inoculation is 
furnUhed free by the State Board of 
Health. Qo .to your doctor and be In- 
oculated. If you are not able to pay 
for the service, go to your ffealth Of- 
ficer and have it done without cost 
Avoid visiting the sick, esnecially if 
they have colds or sore throats. 

It Is frequently dlfficuit even for a 
doctor to tell a bad cold from mild In 
fluenza. Pneumonia, in nearly every 
case, is following neglected mild influ 
enza. If you take cold, go home for 
the safety of the community, to a well 
ventilated room by yoursoK. f(ir th 
safely of your family, and to your bed 
for your own safety. Send for your 
doctor, but if you are unable to get 
him, take a dose of Castor oil, drink 
water freely, and eat soups, eggs, and 
other soft food, salted to taxte. Avoid 
whiskey. It neither prevents nor 
cures Influenza. Stay In bod until the 
cold Is well, and If you stay by your- 
self the chances are you will not de- 
velop pnenmonia. If you do these 
things and have been inoculated, yon 
are practically certain not to develop

Within a few weeks the organizulion 
will begin sending out speakers and 
literature to every taction of the Unit- 
ed SUtes "to tell votert Just what the 
league means." 

Henry Watterson, of Louisville, Ky., 
veteran editor, has accented the Prcs- 
l^ldency of the organization. He tcle- 
^ ^graphed his acceptance to the Sena- 
tort participating In the conference. 
George Wharton Pepper, lawyer, of 
Philadelphia, and Pretldent of the 
Pennsylvania Council of Defense, will 
be the active manager. 

Ainonf; lliose wlio parllciiiatcd In 
the conference, in addition to Senator 
Reed, were Senator Borah, of Idaho;

A list of names of 
prominent persons In various cities 
of the country to liavp indicated their 
wIlUnRness to co-oinM ale In tlie niovc- 
ineiit was presented.
